IN THE CLAIMS: 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . In claim 1 , in line 9, after " efficacy ", Insert - and wherein the skin-adhering 
polymer and thickening agent are different -. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 and 
8 and claims dependent upon them are allowable over the prior art as the prior art 
neither teaches or suggests an anhydrous, antiperspirant composition comprising a 
skin-adhering system comprising a skin-adhering polymer and one or more volatile 
solvents, an antiperspirant active, a thickening agent and an anhydrous carrier in which 
the skin-adhering polymer and the thickening agent are different. 

The closest prior art is Schraer et al. (US Patent 6,274,127) in view of Swaile et 
al. (US Patent 6,149,897). Schraer et al. teaches an anhydrous antiperspirant 
comprising the elements of the composition except for the volatile solvent. Swaile et al. 
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teaches another anhydrous antiperspirant with a possible anhydrous solvent being 
ethanol. Schraer teaches acrylate copolymers and silicone copolymers described as 
skin-adhering polymers in the present Specification; however, Schraer lists them as 
thickening agents. The present claims require that the skin-adhering polymer and 
thickening agent are different (claim 1) and are present in a specified ratio (claim 8).
